WAAHiBfOTOK C ity , J an. 18 —The senat«

He claimed

New Yo rk was th« 
gateway to the co untry ; it was th« businesi 
baro meter; it co ntained within itself and en­ 
v iro nment what was already an ex po sitio n 
He made spo rt o f tlie hagrams sho wing the 
po pulatio n co ntained within a circle o f giv en 
radius, and said he was bo rn in Peekskill 
A radius o f 500 miles fro m that city includ 
ed New Yo rk, Bo sto n, Philadelphia and » ev 
eral o ther centers o f po pulatio n; y et Peeks 
kill was no t claiming the fair, because Peeks 
kill knew it co uld no t ho use the thro ngs wbio t 
wo uld attend an internatio nal ex po sitio n 
New Yo rk co uld.

o f New Yo rk were lo cated all the watering 
places o f any acco unt in the co untry .

ual cases, and the o nly questio n is 
whether it is being beneficially em ­ 
plo y ed. 
That time dev o ted to recreatio n o r 
am usement is no t wasted is ex pressed 
in the o ld pro v erb: "All wo rk and no 
plav makes J ack a « lull 
ho y .” 
A 
cheerful dispo sitio n is such an impo r­ 
tant facto r in energetic wo rk that to de­ 
priv e a man o f the enjo y m ents o f life 
is to curtail his wo rking po wer. 
If, 
ho wev er, a 
due 
pro po rtio n 
is no t 
maintained lietwecn wo rk and play 
there is a waste o f time in the o ppo site 
directio n. 
To o much amusement pro ­ 
mo tes a di» taste fo r wo rk. 
The hours devoted to reading and 
study art? beneficially emp loy ed, not 
wasted, when the lim? of study is such 
as to p romote the welfare of the in­ 
dividual, but time m ay be waste« ! in 
reading that w hich is of no benefit or 
that which distracts one's thoughts 
from 
necessary 
occup ations. 
Time 
may even be wasted 
in p roductive 
work if it should be of a kind that « 1«*- 
grudes «>r that is I«*»» beneficial than 
other availahh? kinds of work. 
But 
by iar til« * greatest waste of tim e come» 
from want of method. 
It is constant 
hour by hour, and like th« * constant 
drop p ing of water on a stone, p rodue* .» 
an effect ap p arently out of all p rojKH* 
tion to the cause. 
Every one has noticed that m a well 
ordered huusehohi or shop ev« *ry tool 
has it» p lace ami work p roceeds sy s 
tematically . 
One tiling is no sooner 
done than another is ready at hand, 
and llu* tools are alw ay s in order and 
read v to be taken up . 
< hi the other 
hand, in a disorderly household or 
shop , w orking w ithout method, there 
are frequent interrup tions or delay s 
while the question is being considered 
what to d<> nex t, or while search is be­ 
ing • math* for t« n*ls th at when found 
have to be p ut in order before the main 
work can b»* begun. 
A few m inutes 
out of an hour may be wash'd in such 
delay s, but in 
the aggregate they 
am ount to a total that shows this to be 
om* of the most com m on and almost 
unnoted sources of the waste of time. 
In large <*stablishimmLs em p loy ing 
thousands of men th<* em p loy er lias to 
look after the p ossible waste of time, 
by as m any indi vidualsa» he emp loy s, 
and his p rosp « *rity or failure m ay turn 
up on this simp le question of a waste of 
time. 
In such a ease the loss bv the 
individual is so greatly m ultip lied that 
in a single day it m ay am ount to 
enough to offset the p rofits of a close 
business. 
This is tin* reason for the 
attention given in m anufacturing es­ 
tablishments to m ethods of 
doing 
work and for the strict rules g o vern ­ 
ing the admission and dep arture of 
workingmen. 
To the individual it sometimes seems 
unn« *<*« *s» ary to close the doors at 7 
o’clock anu couip « *l a m an w ho is one 
m inute lat« *t« j lose a quarter of a day , 
but a little calculation shows the no- 
cessity tor such a rule. 
It is n« *t only 
the individual who would lost? tim e if 
such rules did not ex ist.

establishment would be demoralized if

forcetl, thousands of dollars’ worth of 
machine! v would lie idle, along YYitli 
the workmen, and it Yvould b** imp ossi­ 
ble t«« k« <*p the Yvork m oving from de 
p artna nt to dep artm ent so as to avoid 
turtin v Yvaste of time. 
in a Yvorkshop em p loy ing 3.000 m en 
five m inutes’ wasted time by each m an 
in a day would mean the loss of the la­ 
bor <>i twenty -five m en for a day of 
ten hour» , h« ‘» iti« *.s the incidental losses 
due to i« ll« i m achinery and the tliffi- 
culty of keep ing the whole establish­ 
m ent constantly emp loy ed if there 
should be uncertainty as to the out­ 
p ut from any dep artm ent.
